moccasins might confuse children (though these are specified as poisonous 

in the last sentence of paragraph); (3) joking reference to sex life of male 
Siamese twins is in very poor taste; ACTIVITY BOOK (sold separately) contains 
outline maps--one of regions, one of counties, one of county seats, and 
suggestions for map study; remainder of book consists of recall questions and 
fill-in-the-blank exercises which are keyed to the book, NORTH CAROLINA--THE od 
GOODLIEST LAND; also offers brief list of resource materials; gives explicit 
permission to classroom teacher to reproduce worksheets for classroom use =. 
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
